FORESTRY CONTRACT ACT. | 


For the purpose of encouraging | 
the reforesting of the millions of | 
acres of cut-over lands in Georgia | 
Representatives R. F. Burch, Jr., of | 
Dodge; T. L. Howard, of Long, and, 
twenty others, introduced Monday 4 
“forestry contract act’ that is of. 
vital importance. 

Its general provisions are 
plained in the news columns. 

In short it provides that owners 
of such lands who propose reforest- | 
ing may have the lands assessed for | 
taxation, as of value at the time "of 
planting or growing trees for tim-| 
ber, and that such assessments | 
shall remain the same. during the | 
period, stipulated at from five to | 
forty years, that the growing of; 
timber is reaching marketable nes 
portions. ; | 

At the end of the contract period , 
the provision is that such timbered | 
lands shall fo on the digests at val- | 
uations fixed on the new basis of! 
timbered as against the original de- 
nuded lands. | 

The owners of lands thus 
forested, under the provisions 
the act, -shall be under contracts 
with the state forestry department, 
which shall have jurisdiction over 
the growing, and e protection. | 
Other binding provisions are in- | 
corporated. | 

This bill should be enacted into | 
-faw. There are great areas of cut- 
over lands, especially in south! 
Georgia, that are better fitted to | 
timber growing than anything else.

THE “FLEXIBLE TARIFF.” 

The very unsatisfactory situation 
arising out of the ‘flexible tariff’ 
provision in the Fordney-McCumber 
law is being emphasized in the pres- 
ent controversy between the pro- 
ducers and the consumers of plate 
glass, 

The former are in a strong com- 
bination, and the combination as a 
unit is demanding a 50 per cent 
increase in the customs duty. On 
the other hand, the builders’ com- 
bination, the largest organization of 
consumers, is demanding a 50 per 
cent decrease in customs duty by 
the same process of executive edict. 

In the meaittime the president is 
between the two fires, and it is dis-

The difference is 100 per cent, 
but the existing tariff law raised 
the rales more than 100 per cent. 

The flexible clause is one of the 
most unsatisfactory features of the 
Fordney-McCumber act.

A fixed tariff, no matter how high 
the rates or how burdensome to 
consumers, should be so definite 
that business and industry can con- 
form itself to it. 

As it is, with the possibility of 
changes by political ‘dickering, there 
can be no definite shaping of prices 
or of buSiness expansions as re- 
lating to the tariff taxes.
